2- SITUATION IN BEIJING: THE PLA IS MOPPING UP 
ISOLATED RESISTANCE. THE BEIJING MARTIAL LAW COMMAND 
ISSUED A NOTICE PROCLAIMING THAT "PLA TROOPS VIGOROUSLY 
SMASHED THE COUNTER-REVOLUTIONARY TURMOIL (OF A HANDFUL 
OF FRENZIED SCOUNDRELS AND REBELLIOUS ELEMENTS) " 
CASUALTY ESTIMATES VARY FROM 500 TO 2600 DEATHS, WITH 
INJURIES UP TO 10,000. EMBASSY -BEIJING HAS REPORTED
